Instead of by tho Council.

tlon entirely upon Its merits, and,
holding Unit tho chango should not be

lountbr. of Virginia passing judgment
upon a question which concerns the
city of Danville, and tho city of Dan¬
ville nlono.
Kither one inan from Danville will

settle a great question for all the poo-
plo of Danville, or several men from
localities other than the ono nffeoted
will settle It. Either Is wrong. Dan-
ville should settlo this matter for her¬
self. If Danvlll© wants her municipal
oflioors chosen by the people, Danville
should he allowed to say so. IT she
floes not want this change, it should
not he forced upon her. It in a thing
of purely local concern, which should
he settled hi a purely local manner.
